Arab-Israeli views on Palestine 
\exchanged in Festival debate

Arab and Israeli views on the Palestine situation were exchanged before a P°rlt»an °o' 
-ood-hur^ourS auXnce las. nigh, in an Informal debate sponsored by the ISA as part of the 
International Festival Week celebrotions- 



Akinis Markus and Yerach 
Daskal represented the Israeli 
Club while Ziyad Hussaml and 
Ahmed Murad defended the 
'Arab position. The topic wat 
advertised as •The chances for 
ppace in the middle East.", a 
l.'f idir-.s-^ '-vhlch can hardly he said 
y I.) iiiivmarizo'thiHIlscusslon. 

Tilt Arab debaters, who led 
^ oft Die discussion, concentrated 
.^~on attacking Israel's failure to 
negotiate except on the basis of 
the .status quo. Tliey also quoted 
from Jewish sources, which 
ranscd from Einstein through 
Martin Buber to Isaiah, to sup- 
poil their contention that 
Israel's position was incompat- 
ible even with Jewish values. 

The Israelis reminded their 
opponents thai the refugee pro- 
blem resulted from Arab refusal 
to accept the partition recom- 
mended by the United Nations 
-, — 1ims«,..They pointed out that 
manv Arabs In fact live in 
Israel, and that all refugees who 
recognized the State of Israel 
wo^ild be permittéd to do so. 

Murad described the Palestine 
question as • "legal, human, 
territorial, security, economic 
and IdeoloBleat" problem, but 
^ not a religious or a racial one. 
Neither Jews -nor Arabs are a 
race, he added, and wliile the 
Jewish religion Is universallstlc, 
Zionism postulates a chosen 
Iii'ople. lie also accused Zionism 
1)1 "playing on Christian pre- 
judice against Islam" to attract 
»>'jnpalli.v Vn tlie West

peace in the nuclear age, pro- 
vided by his opponent. He said 
anti-Zionism had become a pre- 
text for ignoring the failure of 
Arab states to solve their social 
problems. "Arab hatred and 
Russian support have introduced 
the cold war into the area and 
dimmed the chances of peace," 
he concluded. 

Hussaml said that Israel re- 
fused concessions and Insisted 
on total Arab surrender. He un- 
veiled a proposal for a bi nalion- 
al state, "like Switzerland" In 
which both groups could live 
peacefully together. 

Markus, in the last seven- 
minute oration, denounced Arab 
refusal to recognize Israel's 
existence as a basis of negolb- 
tion, although the armistice 
agreement signed by the Arab 
states In 1049 implied recogni- 
tion. Israel wished to negotiate 
the outstanding Issues In ac- 
cordance with Article 37 ot the 
United Nations Charier, he 
maintained. 

He concluded by accusing 
Israel of preparing expansion 
and war, and even of not 
accepting the partition agree- 
ment under the Convention of 
Lausanne. 

Ilcbutting for Israel, Da.skal 
pointed out that Israel had ori- 
ginally accepted the boundaries 
recommended by the UN, but 
that the Arab states had violated 
them, thus bringing on tlio war 
which led to the expulsion of 
the refugees.

Tills statement, made by Pro- 
fessor 11. D. Woods, Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science re- 
ferred to student professor re- 
lations one of tlic aspects of the 
university community described 
in a conference for tlic McGill 
Associates yesterday. 

Raymond T. Affleck, architect 
of the Leacock Building, and 
Colin McDougall, Registrar 
of .McGill, joined Dean Woods 
ill the discussion of University 
life. The conference was an 



attempt to familiarize the busi- 
.nessmen members of the McGill 
-Associates with some of the 
features of the university com- 
munity. 

"A visual reprciwntation of 
tho Humanities in the world 
today" was the aim behind the 
design of the Stephen Leacock 
iMiilding, explained Affleck. 
Using the Leacock building as 
an example, he cited the pro- 
blems involved In constructing 
.a university structure. 




After this description of the 
construction of a University 
huilding McDousal explained the 
complex administration of Mc- 
Gill. 

Describing his explanation as 
a "Hurried trip to the byways of 
University administration" Mc- 
Dougall outlined the way in 
which McGill is governed. 

Poor staff student relations was 
the third a.spect of the Univer- 
sity community discussed. Dean 
Woods stated the reason for this 
problem is that "the demands on 
academic staff by the society in 
which tliey exist is enormous." 
Woods said the general student 
rather than the honours or gra- 
duate suffers.

Elections Scheduled 
for Model Parliament 

Elections for this year's Mode! Porliament^hgyetbeen sche- 
duled for Wednesday, January 27, it was announced last night. 



Winters, former Minister of 
Public Works, spoke to the asso- 
ciation 'of . prominent Montreal 
businessmen on . education as a 
"Gilt-edged investment". Returns 
on education are in humane and 
spiritual as . well as economic 
terms, stated Winters. 

Explaining the need for an In- 
crease in the level of national 
expenditure on education in terms 
of the acceleration in the accu- 
mulation of knowledge during 
the last half of the twentieth 
century, Winters stated "We can- 
not continue to turn out econo- 
mic misfits, young people who, as 
their productive efforts are no 
longer required by the new tech- 
nology, are cast aside as pro- 
ductive cripples". 

included in this gr'oup of "pro- 
ductive cripples" are college gra- 
duates, whose- knowledge is 
outdated, a few years after gra- 
duation as well as high , school 
drop-outs. 

Winters propheslzcd the need 
tor; colleges to re-educate college 
graiidates. Citing advances in En- 
gineerhig as an example he said 
that the four - year engineering 
curricula of 25 years ago com- 
pares to the two-year curricula 
today. 

Supplying more concrete eco- 
nomic evidence of the value of 
investment In education Winters 
noted that in Russia, Japan and 
the US. increased investment in 
education has returned about a 
25% increase in the output oft 
the national economies of those' 
countries. 



Reporting the several decisions 
taken at the first meeting of the 
Model Parliament Committee, 
Chairman George Kubanek re- 
vealed plans this year for a threé- 
day session, tentatively from 
February 1 to 3. The Committee 
also began elaborating rules for 
the conduct of campaigns and 
allocation of time for the presen- 
tation of speakers. 

The Committee is composed 
of the leaders of the five poli- 
tical parties on campus, Liberal, 
Progressive Conservative, New 
Democratic, Young Communist 
League and Congress Towards 
Canadian Maturity. 



This is the first year that 
Model . Parliament has been es- 
tablished as a major activity, 
with aii institutionalhed format. 
There will be sixty seats in Par- 
liament, allocated to. the parti- 
cipating parties in proportion to 
the number of votes received;- 

The week before, the.- election 
will be devoted to intensive 
campaigning by all parties, witli 
the Union Ballroom reserved one 
day for a prominent guest speak- 
er from each. 

The day before tlio election 
will see a free wheeling debate 
between the leaders of all five 
political parties.

Winters urged that Canada in- 
crease its financial support of 
universities in order to provide 
"the restless and imaginative" 
students with a challenge so that 
they will not seek opportunities 
in the U.S. or elsewhere. 

After Winters' oddrcss. Dr. If. 
Rockc Robertson thanked the 
McGill Associates on behalf of 
the University. The organization, 
celebrating their 25th anniver- 
sary, has over the past 25 years 
donated a total of $616,733 to 
McGill. 

Humphrey speaks 
at ISA banquet 

John P. Humphrey, Director 
of the Division of Human 
Rights, United Nations Secret< 
ariat, will be guest speaker at 
the International Festival Ban< 
quet this Saturday, November 
28 at 7 pm. 

A graduate of McGill Law 
School, Humphrey has held seve- 
ral positions at McGill- Including 
Acting Dean of the Law Faculty, 
in 1046. He lectured at McGill in 
Roman Law from 1030-1036. 

Under a MacDonald scholarship 
In Law Humphrey studied at the 
University of Paris in 1020. In 
1036 he again went to the Uni- 
versity of Paris, this time under 
a fellowship from the Carnegie 
Foundation for International 
Peace to study International Law. 

Before his appointment as Di- 
rector of tlie Human Rights Div- 
ision of tlie U.N., Humphrey 
served on several conferences In- 
cluding the U.N. Slavery Confe- 
rence in 1056 and the U.N. Con- 
ference on the Status of Stateless 
Persons in 1054. In Geneva in 
1048 he was Executive Secretary 
of the U.N. Conference on Free- 
dom of Information. 

He also served the U.N. as 
Principal Secretary on the Fact 
Finding Mission to South Viet 
Nam in 1063. At present he is 
Chairman of the New York 
Branch of the Canadian Institute 
of International Affairs. 

An author as well, Humphrey 
has written several books includ- 
ing The Inter-American System 
and A Canadian View. 

A dance concluding the Inter- 
national Festival will follow the 
Banquet.

An ultimatum yesterday limiting 
the consumption of bread and butter 
ol Bishop Mountain Hall has renewed 
student-administration friction. 

Students purchasing their lunch yes- 
Icrdjiv at the men's residence dining hall 
were confronted with a sign on the 
iiK-nu reading : "Max. 4 slices bread, 3 
pats butter or 3 buns, 3 pats butter." 

Workers In the cafeteria lines cheeked 
students for their quotas of botii items. 
Administrators of the residences wcro 
seen in the dining rooms lookuig over 
trays. . .

was the discovery of hoarding 'of bread 
and butler by the students in thehr resi- 
dences. ^ , 

Several minor incidents resumed from 
the announcement. Some of those eating 
lunch spread their allotment of butter 
over their tobies and others left their 
trays for the staff to pick up.: 

In relating the adniinistration's posi- 
tion Bray explained that his staff has 
done everything possible to provide nu- 
tritious and palatable meals. Montreal 
General Hospital dietitians have rated 
Bishop Mountain menues as at least three 
hundred calorics over the suggested 
mean. 

In rcsard to bread consumption Bray 
said that last year students had been al- 



lowed to take as much as they could eat 
at à meal.' ''As" evidence that ' students 
were abiisinff- this grant tills -year Î he 
showed what ; he estimated to be two 
pounds of butter pats j and a bowl of 
jelly which had been removed from the 
Hall to' residences. 

Richard Levino, President of McCon- 
nel Hall believed the announcement may 
have done more harm than good as "now 
people will be tenipted to take the maxi- 
mum who normally don't take any." 

Lcvinc emphasized the lack of tact in 
the administration's pronouncement. He 
mentioned a food committee meeting 
held last week at the management's re- 
quest at which no hint of the forthcoming 



bread limit was given. "The whole issue 
is trivial," concluded Levine. 

On the food committee question Bray 
retorted that since the students had 
broken a previous agreement there was 
no justification in discussing the matter 
with them. "I'll sec this thing through to 
the end," he said, and pointed out that he 
was acting on the instruction of Stanford 
Reid, Director of Men's Residence. 

A resident of Molson Hall said he 
thought there was a good chance that 
there would be a peaceful demonstration 
on the bread question in the near future. 
At least one of the halls had a sign posted 
last night reminding students to take all 
the bread and butter they were allowed.

The belief has grown up 
that language is a kind of diviner's rod 
which, waggled in the proffer direction, will 
make the water flow. This Innocent fetishism 
Is probably quite harmless >nnce it is recog- 
nised for whdl^ i^îs; a- variant of it is Mr. 
Pearson's extfoTorclIhary statement to Pierre 
Berton that the whole problem would be 
solved if only the French Canadians could 
feel at home in the rest of Canada in. the 
same way as the English Canadians feel at 
home In Quebec. The Inadequacy of this 
analysis is staggering. l'"'^ 

The SEC must acquaint Itself with the real- 
world, either on its own or through' jhé good 
offices of Its external affairs directors. In the 
meantime It might consider thé followingi 
the only meaningful "dialogue" in Quebec 
at the present time is between the French 
and the Trerich; bilingual letterheads is one 
•step backwards from bilingual v cheques; 
further inanities such as that perpetrated by 
the SEC at Its last meeting serve to mdRe" 
horrors like the PART brief sound- like the 
editors of "Parti Pris".

Richard Cuay, the ntwlU' 
elected' vice-president for the 
Union Ginirale des Etudiants 
du Québec (UGEQ), addressed 
• the first UeGill External Affairs 
Seminar last week and defined 
some of VGEQ's fundamental 
concepts oiid terms of reference. 
The summary which appears 
below has been compiled for 
(he Daily by Bob Payette. 

NATIONAL CONCEPT 

UGEQ defines itself as a stu- 
dent ' syndicate whose purpose 
' is tt "revandicale" (that is, 
claim, with the implication that 
you are claiming something 
which is rightfully yours) for 
. Quebec students. It regards 
Quebec as a nation with a dis- 
tinct personality and distinct 
problems. Canada includes two 
. nations — not French Canada 
. and English Canada, but Quebec 
. and the rest of Canada. 

Quebec is . regarded as a 
Frénch-Canadian nation and be* 
' cause. of this French is UGEQ's 
official language. Quay considers 
bilingualism within UGEQ as

This sclicniu 
would of course require ex- 
tra staff, but this is a re- 
sponsibility he seems wil- 
ling to accept. 

In response to the call fur 
more scats, extra desks ami 
chairs were added to the 
undergraduate library and 
tlic stacks. The problem 
however will not be totally 
under control until the ex- 
tension to the Ubrar>' is 



built. The existing building 
will then become the exclu- 
sive study area of under- 
graduates. 

The delay in receiving 
books called for has been 
reduced considerably by the 
addition of extra desk as- 
sistants and runners and al- 
though the problem has not 
disappeared, these arc steps 
in the right direction. 

The sliorliisc of reserve 
l)ool;s, Arclicr explained, is 
one sore point lliat can only 
l)e solved if the University 
grants substantial increases 
to the Lilirnry budget. 

Part of the blame for the 
shortage of books, however, 
lies with the students them- 
selves. Tl»re is a book on 
Mr. Archer's desk called On 
Tht Literary Genetics of 
Shakespeare's Poems and 
Sonnets, by T.W. Baldwin. 
It is a very large and ex- 
pensive volume which is no 
longer in print, and there- 
fore cannot be replaced. 
How then docs one replace 



the several essays so care- 
fully cut out of it by some 
irresponsible student ? 

Perhaps if this were a 
rare occurrence the Lil)rary 
might write off the loss, but 
it is apparently a very com- 
mon practice for which the 
majority of students suffer. 
It is almost enough to nu>rit 
the degrading rcginicnta- 
tlon imposed upon us. 

There have been two in- 
novations this year which 
most students are not yet 
aware of, l)ut which will do 
much to make more litera- 
ture available. The first of 
these is a system known us 
'stack reserves' which for 
the first time makes stark 
periodicals available to re- 
gular undergraduates on a 
two-hour reserve basis. All 
one has to do is go to the 
'Cage', to which there is ac- 
cess from the lower level 
of the Undergraduate Li- 
brary, and request whatever 
material is needed. 

If the two-hours is not suf- 
ficient, or if there is a dia-'. 
gram or table in a book in , 
the U.L., and you are averse 
to stealing, the second in- 
novation becomes invalu- 
able to you. Redpalh Libra- 
ry now operates a Xerox 
photocopying service of 



which undergraduates may 
avail themselves. 

This service, the pel pro- 
ject of Mi.ss Simon, Archer's 
assistant, is available to all 
McGill students and there is 
only a sliglit charge to cover 
the cost of professional oii- 
erators, paper, and royally 
payments on the machine. 
The uses to which tliis serv- 
ice may be put arc unlimit- 
ed and a display in the U.L. 
outlines some of the possi- 
bilities. 

Some at least of the cre- 
dit for improvements in 
Library operations this 
year can be attributed to 
the criticism and the co- 
operation of the SEC in 
the Library Committee. In 
this connection might be 
mentioned extension of 
hours at Redpath to 11 pm 
.on week-days. 

Much remains to be done. 
The possible replacement, 
at some time in the future, 
of the' present index- 
classification system, with 
the Dewey decimal system 
is the improvement closest 
to the heart of anyone who 
has spent any amount of 
time in the stacks. 

But a^ start has been 
made.

The success of each lecture and the lecture scries as a 
whole depends upon the lecturer's ability to assert himself 
over the students. This leaflet is designed to aid the lecturer 
In achieving this aim. First a few general do's and dôn'ts. 

Do avoid any part of the course that might be even 
slightly interesting. Tliis ensures complete apathy on the part 
of the students, who, being in this state, arc not likely' to ask 
many questions or interrupt the lecture in any other way 
except by dropping the occasional clipboard. 

Do start writing on the board the minute of entry into 
the lecture theatre perferably before the stiidcnts arrive and 
continue to write till the end. This establishes you as a GO- 
GO-GO man, and bpcause of the illegible writing the stu- 
dents are loft to wonder at the abundance of your knowledge. 

Don't speak directly to the class at any lime but while 
constantly writing ,cdrry on a continuous .mumbled disserta- 
tion with the board. Never use any system of amplification 
but say In a thunderous voice, "I am sure everjone can hear 
me", then gradually lowering the voice to a whisper you may 
guess at how many students think themselves going deaf. 

Don't spend a lot of time covering the major points of 
the course but stress further study of the subject by listing 
about ton references nine of which arc fictitious followed 
by a comment that Bernstein studied this point for five years 
and concluded nothing definite. In this way the student will 
conclude the point to be trivial and obscure. 

Don't walk r.pi-jly into a lecture in which you intend to 
cover a lot of work because tlie student might be aroused by 
your awareness, but after shuffling to the front, break into 
high speed dlcUlion. It should sound something like "dif- 
frenshcnUietcerafromintofinity." If you listen closely a fe\y 
cries of, "Whazzat, what the — 1" may be heard, this leaves 
the student thinking himself incompetent and generally stu- 
pid. 

Do use the same symbol' lor as many things as possible 
with emphasis on Greek, Egyptian and Chinese characters 
but never Roman. In case the student might become accus-, 
toined to these symbols switch them quite often using the 
obscure characters for common quantities, Le^ omega for vo- 
lume,' alpha' for velocity and pi for distance. 

Now a few comments on diagrams and writing. One of 
the most effective and widely used weapons of the lecturer 
is the diagram. The old Confucian saying, "a picture is worth 
ten-thousand words" is easily destroyed by putting ten-thou- 
sand lines in each picture. With this technique In mind use 
soft, wide clialk, without the aid of ruler, compass ur straight 
edge to draw all those exacting quantitative diagrams. This 
is hopefully designed to increase the .student's perception. 

Again skiiirully used writing can be deadly. It should 
cither be small lettering on the edge of illegibility or an 
enormous scrawl with about three words to a line. One ad- 
vantage of the large writing is that the board fills up quickly 
and as the student is attempting rapid translation a full 
scale attack may be made with the eraser leaving the board 
blank and the itiident' cdrsihg.'^

The Athletic Board's decision to seek a full-time, football 
coach next season, who would conceivably hondU another- of 
the University's major sports, appears to contain a flaw which 
would work to the detriment of Ihe afhietics program instead 
of bolter serving its needs. 

■ In the McGill case, this second major sport would neceisari- 
ly bo basketball, as à new full-time Rodmon hockey coach wai 
just recently appointed. Now, as is common knowledge, the 
basketball and football seasons overlap somewhat in the fa\\> 
term, a fact which would force the coach to run himself ragged 
trying to direct both team». This very situation would occur at 
a time when football was reaching its most crucial »tag»:^ 
Surely, Instead of improving the athletics program, iKo dual- 
coach" system would be detrimental to It, with a man dividing 
his time between two endeavours. 

This fact was borne op just this past year when Western's 
Johnny Metros who coached basketball and football, has to 
resign from thé pbsitlon of head basketball coach because the 
football team was not producing up to its true potential. 

The Board might onswer fhot the assistant basketball coach 
could direct the team in its Initial weeks of practice until the 
head coach was able to take over. But this move, instead of 
Improving, athletics, would be . harmful, as basketball would 
suffer because the-gssistant coach cannot do as adequate- a job 
OS con the head coach.
